GRID ELEVENS 


Success Due Mainly to 
Early Development 
of Stars.

The success of football in the mid- 
dle west is due largely to the splendid 
organization of athletics and physical 
education in the 
high schools and 
other preparatory 
schools of this 
section.

ice as a coach, I 
came to Michigan 
32 years ago. The

When I came to Michigan the stu- 
bodies were about one-third as 
as today. In the states where 
the eight teams are located there were 
no high school or preparatory school 
teams, while today all high schools 
and preparatory schools have well or- 
ganized programs, In nearly every 
school today the football coach 
a college graduate with varsity 
playing experience to back him up. In 
fact, many of the midwestern high

the direction of men who themselves 
college playing experience. The 
transition from high school to college 
football is therefore easy and “raw” 
material such as we knew in the old 
days has ceased to exist.
